A TALK WITH SIBLEY. 
The New Party Wants Free Coinage 
Above All Things. 

Washington, March 6.—An_ = tinterview 
with dir. Sibley, of Pennsylvania, 
whom the biractallists have put forward 
as their candidate for the presidency, is 
published today. Mr. Sibley says: 

‘Nhe purpose of this movement is to Se- 
cure an immediate organizatior. of the sil- 
mer and to begin the campaign at 
ence. Tere is no pride of party name and 
we do not care how the orzanization is 
finally accomplished. The only purpose is 
that there shall be a silver party in the 
next campaign advocating the free coinage 
of silver at 16 to 1 as the single great is- 
sue.

“The only thing the new party desires,’’ 
said Mr. Sibley, “is a thorough organization 
and a vigorous, aggressive canpaign for 
silver. The party will support a free coin- 
age man on a free coinage platform by 
whatever party nominated,” and he says 
there will not be two silver candidates for 
the presidercy. 

“We propose to have the organization 
IrekKe the canvass now, and.to be ready to 
elect a president who is a free coinage 
man. We are indifferent as to whether 
he be a republican, a democrat or a populist 
and he may be the nominee of one of the 
old parties cr of a new party.”

INCOME TAX CASES, 


Argument Will Begin Today in the 
U. S. Supreme Court. 

Washington, March 6.—Arrangements 
were made last month in the supreme court 
of the United States for argument on the 
income tax cases. 

At the opening of the court today Mr. 
Attorney General Olney said there were 
three cases relating to the income tax 
now before the court, two of them (the 
New York cases) presenting identically the 
same quéstions, and’ Based upon “th 
records; the third originated in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and was the only one in 
which the government was directly inter- 
ested. That was a suit, the district attor- 
ney said, for an injunction to restrain the 
commissioner of internal revenue from 
proceeding to earry out the law. 

The attorney general asked that the 
government might be permitted to appear 
in the other two cases, however, and he 
suggested that they all be consolidated and 
whatever time was deemed reasonable for 
their argument be given to counsel. Chief 
Justice Fuller asked if counsel on the 
other side had anything to suggest in the 
matter, and Mr. Shallabarger, of this city, 
responded that his firm appeared for Mr. 
Moore, in the suit against Commissioner 
Miller. He said -he was laboring under 
some embarrassment from the fact that it 
had been arranged that ex-Senator Ed- 
munds, who was associated with them, 
should make the oral argument in behalf 
of their client, but that he had been and 
still was sick in bed with grip. He had 
received a telegram from Mr. Edmunds 
yesterday saying that he expected to be 
able to appear tomorrow ‘and that he 
would make the argument if required. Mr. 
Shellabarger said that he had ao objection 
to the consolidation of the cases, if it 
Gid not otherwise abbreviate the time to 
which they would be entitled. The chief 
justice said that the purpose of consolida- 
tion would be for hearing as one case. 

Mr. J. C. Carter, who appears for the 
Continental Trust Company, in support of 
the law, observed that the ordinary rules 
governing the time for argument seemed 
to be Inadequate. 
inquired how much 
ime counsel thought they should have. 
His idea was to take the three cases to- 
gether and asked if one hour in addition 
would be enough to satisfy counsel. 

Mr. C. A. Seward, who represents the 
stockholders of the New York Trust Com- 
pany, and is opposed to the law, said that 
he could speak for only two of the cases, 
in which there were five counsel engaged, 
and he hoped that ample time would be 
given. 

After consulting with his associates on 
the bench the chief justice announced that 
they had decided to allot ten hours to 
counsel, five on each side, the division of 
which they might adjust among them- 
selves. 

If it developed that this time was in- 
sufficient, it would be enlarged. The gov- 
ernment, he stated, would be permitted to 
be heard and three counsel on a side would 
be permitted to speak. The usual rule giv- 
ing the opening and closing to the appel- 
lant, he said, would be observed, but the 
court desired that but one counsel for ap- 
pellants should be heard on closing; that 
is, that their speeches would be sandwiched 
in among speeches for appellees. 

Counsel have not arranged among them- 
selves how the division of time shall be 
made, but it is probable that ex-Senator 
Edmunds, Mr. Joseph H. Choate and Mr. 
Seward will speak for the appellants in 
opposition to the law, and the attorney 
general and Mr. Carter, for the appellees, 
in favor of the law. The argument will 
probably begin tomorrow.

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BANK ROBBERS SHOT

Two Farmers Make an Attempt to Clear 
Out a Band. 


FOILED BY A BRAVE CASHIER 


They Scoop Some Silverin a Bag 


and Run. 


HOT PURSUIT GIVEN BY  GITIZENS 


4A Battle Kept Up for Twelve Miles—A 
Barn Is Fired and the Fugitive Is 
Killed ss He Escapes. 


Des Moines, Ia.,, March 6.—Adel, the coun- 
ty seat of Dallas county, twenty-two miles 
from here, was the scene of a bold bank 
robbery this morning, followed by the pur- 
Suit of the amateur bandits, the killing of 
one and the formation of an angry mob 
Which surges about the county jail tonight 
and threatens to have the life of the liv- 
ing robber, The funds of the bank were 
saved by the presence of mind of the cash- 
ier, who, after receiving a load of lead 
in his body swung shut the door to the 
vault and turned the combination, Follow- 
ing are casualties so far recorded: 

Dead—Orlando P. Wilkins, robber, from 
Patterson, Madison county, Iowa, aged thir- 
ty years; shot by pursuers. 

Injured—S. M. Leach, cashier of the bank; 
seriously wounded in the left shoulder and 
neck. 


C. D. Bailey, merchant, shot in shoulder. 
J. D. Chambers, prominent citizen, shot 
in the hand and arm. 
R. S. Barr, postmaster, shot in left arm. 
J. L. Simpson, citizen, and Cecil Dexter, 
a boy, slightly wounded. 
Shooting the Cashier. 


The robbers, Orlando P. Wilkins and C. 
W. Crawford, were farmers living in Pat- 
terson. A little after 8 o’clock this morning 
they drove into Adel in a buggy, leaving 
their rig a block away, they went to the 
bank, Wilkins carried a repeating shotguri 
with six loads, They entered the bank 
jusi as Cashier Leach was taking the money 
from the vault. C. D, Bailey was in the 
bank at the time. Crawford remarked that 
they wished to make a deposit, Cashier 
Leach was busy at the time but turned 
with the inquiry: ‘“‘What is it?” 

As he did so he looked into the barrel of 
a shotgun held by Wilkins, who immediately 
fired. Cashier Leach staggered and fell, but 
rousing himself, flung the eurrency and 
gold on the counter into the vault and clos- 
ed the door. Wilkins fired again, wounding 
Mr, Bailey, Then Crawford kicked in the 
door leading behind the counter and he 
and Wilkins scooped the loose silver into 
a sack. It amounted to $267. By this time 
Sheriff Payne, who was envthe street, had 
his attention attracted and opened fire on 
the robbers, They wn 
buggy, Wi 
ing the other citizens mentioned. 

The robbers started to drive across the 
country, They were hotly pursued, the has- 
tily collected posse being often within two 
or three hundred yards of the fugitives. 
Many shots were fired, some of which hit 
the horses driven by the fugitives, After a 
chase of nearly twelve miles the wounded 
horses could go no further and were aban- 
doned by the bandits who Separated at what 
is known as Neal’s Crossing. There Craw- 
ford hid himself in a clump of bushes, but 
he Was soon surrounded and surrendered. 

Riddled with Bullets. | 

Wilkins took refuge in a barn which was 


quickly surrounded. To repeated orders to 
come out. he made no reply. Then Crawford 
was forced at the point of a Winchester 
rifle to carry a can of Kerosene, satuate a 
straw Stack near the barn and Start a fire 
Wilkins did not shoot at his comrade and 
when the flames closed about him made a 
break across the open space for the timber 
He had proceeded but a few yards when he 
fell pierced by a bullet from a rifle held, it 
is said, by a Prominent farmer named 
Pritchard, Then the mob lost control of 
itself and the body was riddled With bullets 
The corpse of the robber and his living com- 
panion were taken, later, back to Adel 
where, this afternoon, Crawford made a 
full confession, He claimed he had been 
forced into the job by Wilkins, who threat- 
ened to kill him if his nerve weakened, ” 
Tonight the biggest crowd ever seeti 
there is upon the streets of Adel. Every 
man Carries a rifle, shotgun, pistol or club

Charlottesville, Va., March 6.—The trial 
of Captain Thomas A. Goodman, the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio conductor, the murderer 
of Colonel Henry C, Parsons, a close friend 
of James G. Blain, and Proprietor of the 
Natural Bridge hotel, was gotten well un- 
der way in the county court today 

The occurrence was one of the most 
sensational of the tragedies that have oc- 
curred in Virginia in recent years, and 
great interest is felt in the trial.

BLIXT IS PRONOUNCED A LIAR 


Adry Is Declared to Be One of Miss 


Ging’s Murderers. 


THE HYPNOTIC THEORY RIDICULED. 


Nye, the Couns! for the Prosecution, Is 
Uredited With Having Invented That 
Dueory~A Large Crowd in Court. 


Minneapolis, Minn., March 6.—The won- 
derful renown of the ‘tall pine’’ was the 
magnet undoubtedly that drew to the Hay- 


. Ward trial in the criminal courtroom this 


morning the enormous crowd that poured 
up and around the attorneys’ and reporters’ 
tables and threatened to swamp even the 
Sacred precincts of the judicial bench it~ 
self. It was beyond question the most 
dense, unruly, sensational-loving, unreason- 
able crowd that has yet gathered within the 
criminal courtroom of this ¢ity. 

Mr. Erwin began his speech to the jury 
at 10 o’clock. He said: 

“If this were an ordinary case I could 
not resist the temptation to satire be- 
fore [ should attempt to defy the red- 
handed murderer and perjurer, Claus A. 
Blixt. The doctrine adopted by this de- 
fense regarding Claus Blixt that because 
& murderer repents and now his penitence 
is to become the criterion of a jury’s judg- 
ment to effectually destroy all the laws of 
the human mind—such a proposition is 
unnatural and monstrous.” 

Mr. Erwin in a flowery burst of speech 
drew a picture of Claus A. Blixt as a 
red-handed murderer, and pointing dramat- 
ically, he arose on his tiptoes before the 
jury and cried: 

“And from the mouth of such a creature 
they say comes the voice of God!” 

Then came a talk to the jury. He con- 
tinued: 

“In the last few years of these modern 
times every effort has been made by 
past powers and classes to make the jury 
simply one of the aids of prosecution. A 
deep movement has been going on for the 
past twenty years to destroy this most 
ancient bulwark of public liberty. Public 
need, public opinion undigested, the crea- 
tion of public journalism, the ill-formed 
judgment of passion has been used to give 
them greater weight and power. This is 
the unspoken movement in this case today. 
Why, we have tried this case before two 


juries—one that has not spoken and will 
not speak before it can declare its con- 
science before its God—careful and deliber- 


h ate. 


>. 
“And here is another jury, not devoted to 
the investigation of truth, but given to 
the most sensational parts of daily life. 

“This jury tears down civilization,” shout- 
ed the tall attorney, turning and gazing 
into the faces of the reporters. Then a 
long finger was solemnly raised and the 
attorney cried: 

“Every time it dips its pen in the ink 
it is to write hasty and undigested facts.’’ 
What Is a Jury? 

The followed a historical disquisition 
upon jury trial, showingits encroachments 
upon by barons and nobles, while today itis 
trespussed upon by greed, hypocricy and 

selfishness. 

“What is a jury? Is it an arm of the 
state? No. Is it an arm of the defendant? 
No. Is it an arm of the court? No. It is a 
part of the court. It stands alone in its re- 
sponsibility. The court is absolute judge of 
the law. You must take the law from 
the court and the court must take the 
facts from you. How are you to approach 
judgment? for the verdict is not your 
prejudice, not your belief, but it is your 
judgment. And judgment upon what? Not 
upon chances, not upon the desire to secure 
a victim for geome horrid crime, but upon 
the evidence weighed by you.” 

Attacking Blixt’s Character. 

Mr. Erwin was bitter in his arraignment 
of Blixt, and made a savage assault upon 
his character. Continuing, he said: 

“Now, at first blush, in the ordinary cares 
of life in reference to a man of Blixt’s 
character, if he should make _ charges 
against one of your neighbors, you would 
not ordinarily ‘believe a word of it. Who- 
cver though of using Judas as a witness af- 
ter the betrayal of the Master? That was 
true penitence, and from such penitence 
forgiveness came. He went out and hung 
himself. He contemplated his own useful- 
ness That's what your than ought to do 
(turning to Assistant Attorney Hall). I 
would take this penetent Cardinal Eustis 
to another confessor than that of Friar 
Odell, to another church, not presided over 
by Elder Hall or Elder Stewart. I would 
hold out as a bait to him that only efter 
this world could he get forgiveness and 
mercy. You scoundrel, only after you nave 
hung yourself—that’s the forgiveness of 
God! I have got to take {ssue with the 
penitence of Claus A. Blixt. I’ve got to do 
it, and I might as well begin it. I think 
Blixt has proven himself to be the most 


astonishing and daring perjurer I have ever 


seen on the witness stand. Andonething I 
have to thank the Almighty for—for my skill 
did not bring it out—that Blixt himself has 
demonstrated his character of a perjurer. 
Blixt’s testimony is a structure cf vile 
fabrications; he built it well, and when he 
had finished, the attorney for the state put 
a spire upon it and called it the church of 
the living god.”’ 

Then he turned his attention to Adry 
Hayward and directly charged him with 
being one of the murderers. 

The green goods story was scoffed at, and 
Mr. Erwin asked if the whole jury had 
gone daft to Wwelfeve such a piece of testt!- 
mony as that, that she had gone into a 
scheme to go after green goods with such 
a looking thing as Blixt. It was shameful. 

“T cannot believe,”’ said Erwin, “by all 
that’s in me, that he was ever in the buggy 
with Catherifie Ging. I repel it for her 
sake and so should you. It is enough to 
turn down the father and mother and the 
witness, but not the dead No, Catherine 
Ging did not deal in green goods.” 

Miss Ging’s Defender. 

“Harry Hayward stood on the stand as 
Catherine Ging’s best defender; her most 
gallant friend. He will even go out from 
under the hangman’s loop as her defender. 
I believe that if you could see the spirits 
of the dead you would see her spirit stand- 
ing there between that man (pointing to 
Harry) and you. She would be his witness, 
Whose attitude would you rather be in—the 
splendid attitude of the gambler as her 
friend, or the lying, perjuring hypocrite that 
defames her?’ 

Erwin claimed that Bhixt’s story about 
Harry consulting the doctor to know where 
to shoot was an invention, made when 
Blixt found out that Harry had talked with 
a doctor at Anokata. 


| that distinguished friar, Blixt’s attorney. 


Blixt’s memory came forward He wrote 
on the blackboard, full, and then wiped it 
out again. What are you going to do? Has 
close confinement made you. so morbid that 
all that’s necessary to do is to telephone in 
your ears and you'll believe it?’ 

Blixt’s statement on the stand that Harry 
had told him several different stories of 
how to kill Miss Ging was read cver and 
it was then shown that in his previous 
statements, Biixt had said nothing about 
them, Mr. Erwin considered them to be the 
rankest of perjury. “If this is repentance, 
I don’t want any of it.”’ 

With a final shot at the unreliability of 
Blixt’s testimony, court adjourned until 
tomorrow, when Mr. Erwin will close, and 
the case will be given to the jury. 


GOVERNOR CLARKE DENOUNCED. 
Representative Monroe Calls Him an 
“Infamous Liar and Rascal.” 
Little Rock, Ark, March 6.—The storm 
that has been brewing in the legislature 
ever sinces the Iron Mountain railroad a 
week ago defeated the bill for the estab- 
lishment of a railway commission in this 
state, broke out this afternoon when a res- 
olution was offered in the house to eject 
from the hall representatives of news- 
papers that had criticised the action of 

the legislature. 

Representative Monroe of North Little 
Rock, rising to a question of personal priv- 
ilege, denounced Governor Clarke as an in- 
famous liar and rascal. When the railroad 
commission bill was first offered in the 
house it was favored by a large majority. 
The Iron Mountain railroad established a 
large and influential lobby, and when the 
bill came up for final passage, it was de- 
feated. 

* The newspapers, particularly The Com- 
mercial-Appeal, of Memphis, intimated that 
bribery had been used. 

Governor Clarke, in an interview yester- 
day, supported this charge of bribery. Last 
evening Repesentative Monroe called on the 
governor and was ordered from his office. 
Thereupon Monroe madée his attack on 
the governor today. He concluded by say- 
ing he had more proof that the governor 
is a liar than the governor has ayainst any 
member of the legislature. There is a feel- 
ing that Governor Clarke will resent Mr. 
Monroe’s attack in a decisive way. 


EVANS ON NEXT YEAR. 


The Governor Says That the South 
and West Will Unite. 

Columbia, 8S. C., March 6.—(Special.)— 
Governor John Gary Evans returned from 
Washington and Boston yesterday and when 
asked today for his impression as to the 
national politics said: 

“Tne flieht in 1896 will be on geographical 
instead of on political lines. The south and 
west will inevitably come together. for 
free silver against gold. But for the fact 
that he i3 from the little state which pre- 
cipitated secession, Senatur Tillman would 
be selected to lead this combination. I am 
satisfied~that when the revolt comes he 
will be the central figure.’”’

New York, March 6.—Count and Countess 
ge Castellané sailed this morning for South- 
ampton on the American line steamship, 
New York.

“From Southampton we shall go direct to 
London, where we shall stay four days, 
Then we intend to cross the channel and 
spend a week in Paris, That will be the 
commencement of an extended tour through 
Europe, which will last, I know not how 
long.”’

CUBA'S STRUGGLE. 


Revolutionists Assert That the Island 
Will Yet Be Independent. 


THEY CLAIM A RECENT VICTORY. 


Insurgents Reported to Have De- 
feated Govérnment Troops. 


SPAIN BELIEVES IT TO BE SERIOUS. 


Detective Pinkerton Is at Tampa Watcb3 
ing the Movements of Revolutionists. 
No Cypher Telegrams Allowed. 


Tampa, Fla., March 6.—Gonzales de 
Queza, secretary of the Cuban revolutionary 
party in the United States, arrived in this 
city this morning and is the guest of 
Colonel Figueredo, the leader of the move- 
ment here. Tonight a multitude of his 
compatriots assembled at his stopping 
place to compliment him with a serenade 
and to hear from his own lips the certainty 
of rumors afloat on the street. He was 
sick, but yielded to their wishes and made 


a talk. 

Soon after The Times-Union’s correspon- 
dent called on him and he talked quite 
freely on most points but refused to say 
from what point he came to this city. 
He said he knew the Spanish government 
was watching his every movement. 

When told that W. M. Pinkerton, the 
detective, had arrived last night, he said: 
“All right. Let them spend their money 
freely but Cuba will be liberated.” 

He stated that he knew of his own 
knowledge that Generals Marti and Gomez 
were in Cuba, but would give no definite 
information as to their movements. He 
said that on Tuesday a battle was fought 
between the Spanish General Lachamore 
and the Cuban General Guillermon near 
Santiago de Cuba. The government had a 
force of 1,000 men and the Cubans 700. The 
Spaniards were routed with heavy losses. 
He said one could not get correct infor- 
mation by wire, as the government had 
possession of all the cables and every 
telegram had to be -plainly written and 
submitted to the authorities, no ciphers 
being allowed. The hope of the Cubans, 
he said, is to develop such a strength as to 
command recognition at the hands of for- 
eign powers so they can raise their own 
flag and sail in and out of port without 
molestation on the part of the foreign 
powers. When that is accomplished Cuba 
will be free in one year. 

In regard to the efforts made by the 
government to suppress all information he 
said: 

“Their own movements demonstrate the 
strength of the revolution. Spain would 
never send 7,000 men, 11,000 stands of arms, 
millions of cartridges and four men-of-war 
to Cuba, three cruisers to Key West and 
others to different adjacent foreign ports 
if there was nothing in it, as they report. 
But Spain is weak. In 1868 she issued paper 
money which was redeemed at half price. 
Now she is issuing paper money again. If 
she had credit she would never do it.” 

He would give no information as to his 
movements in the immediate future. 

The Governor General Wants Help. 

Madrid, March 6.—The governor genéral 
of Cuba has telegraphed requesting that re- 
inforcements be sent directly to Santiggo 
and that they be made ready to take the 
field forthwith. The war office is pushing 
actively the preparations for the expedi- 
tion. There is remarkable enthusiasm in 
military circles. Detachments from all gar- 
risons are mustering rapidly at Santander, 
Cadiz, Coruna and Barcelona. They will 
embark at the end of the week. Two mil- 
lion cartridges will be shipped on the 
cruiser Queen Mercedes. 


HE WILL BE GARROTED. 


The Spanish Government Will Make 
An Example of Gencral Sanguily. 
New York, March 6.—Passengers on the 

steamer Yumuri, from Havana, which ar- 

rived this morning, did tot bring any im- 

portant news of the Cuban insurrection, 

Almost all action is confined to the south- 

ern part of the island, in the vicinity of 

Santiago and at Havuna. News received 

from there was so distorted as to be ludi- 

crcevs. It scemed, however, as if the rebels 
had hardly a leg left to stand on, if the gov- 
einment dispatches could be felied upon, 

General Sanguily, who was arrested in Ha- 

vana, February 28th, will doubtless be gar- 

roted, according to opinions expressed on 
the Yumuri this morning. 

“Trere is always more or less digcontent 
in Cuba,” said a passenger, “and it is only 
by intimidation and force of example that 
quiet is preserved at all, consequently when 
the government has reason to suspect any 
one of teaching revolutionary doctrines 
they try to make an example of him in or- 
der to deter others, so I think Sanguily’s 
fate is fixed.’’ 


FRANCE WILL RETALIATE 


By Increasing the Surtax If Germany 
Increases the Export Bounties. 
Paris, March 6.—It has been virtually de- 

cided that if Germany increases her export 

bounties om sugar France will submit to 
the chambers a bill increasing the French 
surtax correspondingly on sugar imported. 

If necessary France will also put a pre- 

mium on French exports of sugar to enable 

her producers to compete with the Germans 
over in foreign markets. The government 
also thinks of limiting the quantities of 
foreign and colonial sugars admitted at 

French ports for refining under the existing 

conditions. Furthermore, she may propose 

limitations regarding the cvuntries from 
which these sugars are brought and the 
ports at which they shall be admitted.

Paris, March 6.—The government is in re- 
ceipt of information by cable from Zanzibar 
that the French have seized the island of 
Nossivey, lying southwest of Madagascar.

Berlin, March 6.—The reichstag today by 
a vote of 167 to 51 rejected the bill to re- 
strict Jewish immigration. 

The proposal to restrict Hebrew immi- 
gration was introduced by Freiherr von 
Manteuffel, leader of the conservatives, 
and was seconded by. Liebermann von Son- 
nenberg, for years one of the most conspic- 
uous anti-semites in the reichstag. Con- 
currently with. the debate on this proposal, 
the deputies discussed Professor Hasse's 
resolution aiming to make it more difficult 
for German emigrants to renounce their 
allegiance and for immigrants to acquire 
German citizenship. 

Dr. Von Boetticher, imperial secretary 
of the interior, said he had not obtained the 
federal council’s views on Dr. Hasse’s res- 
olutions, but would admit that he was not 
opposed to hampering the acquisition of 
citizenship. On the other hand it would not

burst out, thousands of acres being under 
water within a few hours. Some 7,500 of 
the company’s pigs were drowned and 10,- 
000 head of cattle are in imminent danger. 
The company claims heavy damages from 
the government.

MACON STIRRED UP. 
Hyatt’s Firm Promptly Sends Repre- 
sentatives to Fort Gaines. 
Macon, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—The peo- 
ple of Macon were shocked today when 
telegrams were received conveying the in- 
formation that Judson Hyatt, of this city, 

had been shot and killed last night, 

Hyatt traveled for the Dannenberg Com- 
pery, Wholesale and retail dry goods, shoe 
and clothing merchants, of Macon, He was 
one of the most popular men on the road. 
Mr, Hyatt had been traveling for the Dan- 
nenberg Company since the dissolution of 
the wholesale grocery firm of Johnson & 
Harris. He practically commenced his bus- 
iness career with this latter firm, beginning 
as clerk, and afterwards becoming traveling 
salesman, He was in their service a long 
time, and was exceedingly successful. He 
leaves a Wife and three children, He mar- 
ried a daughter of Dr. W. T. Greene, a 
prominent citizen of Fort Valley. 

Only meager particulars have been receiv- 
ed here of the killing, It is said that Mc- 
Allister was aggrieved at Hyatt because 
of a mortgage foreclosure on his brother's 
stock of merchandise. Hyatt was at Fort 
Gaines yesterday to attend the sale of the 
stock, 

A telegram received from Fort Gaines 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock says “the two 
men were alone in Hyatt’s room when the 
killing occurred, Parties rushed in imme- 
diately on hearing the report of the pistol 
and state that Hyatt was lying on the floor 
with a pistol in three inches of his right 
hand, Me<Allister was standing witnin 
five feet of Hyatt with a pistol in hand, 
Hyatt was shot through the heart, dying 
almost instantly. 

Mr, Hyatt was a native of Fort Valley, 
and the body wil! be carried there for bur- 
jal tomorrow. A large party will go from 
Macon to attend the funeral. Representa- 
tives from the Dannenberg Company went 
to Fort Gaines as soon as the sad news of 
the deplorable occurrence reached Macon. 
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EXCITEMENT AT FORT VALLEY. 


Judson Hyatt Was a Popular Citizen. 
An Appeal to the Governor. 

Fort Valley, Ga., March 6,—(Special,)—The 
people here were thrown into a furor of ex- 
citement this morning when they received 
the news that Judson L. Hvatt had been 
murdered in cold blood in his room at the 
hotel at Fort Gaines by Turner McAllister. 
sheriff of Clay county. 

McAllister was not arrested and Governor 
Atkinson was appeaied to by citizens here 
who felt outraged that one of their number 
should be mugdered in cold blood and the 
slayer allowed to go at large. Governor 
Atkinson promptly wired the coroner to ar- 
rest McAllister and hold him subject to law, 
Mr. Hyatt leaves a wife and four small chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Hyatt carried $10,000 insurance on his 
life, His remains were brought here today 
and will be buried tomorrow.

Hattie Turner, Leader of a Small-Sized 
Riot, Fined Yesterdsy—-A Negro Re- 
fused to Accept a Lawyer’s Services.

Judge Westmoreland had a busy day of 
it yesterday in the course of the day's 
work over two courts, though not at the 
Same time. 

This double duty was brought upon Judge 
Westmoreland by Judge Van Epps, who 
was unavoidably delayed out of the city. 
Judge Westmoreland’s court was in pro- 
gress yesterday morning when ne receiv- 
ed a telegram from Judge Van Epps tIe- 
questing him to call the appearance docket 
of the city civil court, and explained that 
Judge Van Epps had missed his train. 

Jucge Westmoreland ordered a recess for 
the city criminal court and went ut once 
to Judge Van Epps’s court, where fe call- 
ed the appearance docket and arranged the 
work for the remainder of the week. This 
done he went at once to the criminal! tranch 
of the city court and took up his duties 
there again. Several cases were disposed 
of in that court, nearly all of them, through 
the able presenting of the state’s side by 
Solicitor Thomas, resulting in verdicts of 
guilty. 

One of the most interesting cases tried 
yesterday was that of Hattie Turner, who 
was found guilty of resisting an oiticer and 
creating a disturbance, and who was fined 
$100 and costs or given the choice of twelve 
months in jail. 

The story back of the fining of Hattie 
Turner, who is a negro woman, is full of 
life and incident. Bailiff Patterson, of Jus- 
tice Perkerson’s court, went with Mr. Wotf- 
ford, of the Jackson Loan and Investment 
Company, to levy a couple of mortgage fi. 
fas. He had, at the same time, a warrant 
for another woman who lived in the same 
neighborhood. It so happened that the Ne- 
gro woman wanted in the warrant chamced 
to be in the house where the levies were 
to be made. Mr. Wofford went io the front 
of the rouse and Bailiff Patterson to the 
rear. They made an attack just as the ne- 
gro women were preparing to sally forth 
in battle array. Mr. Wofford was cap*ured 
inside and securely held, while Bailiff Pat- 
terson was stopped on the back porch by 
two stout negro wenches. A third hesgro 
woman secured a large bar of ireun and 
tapped several times upon the bailiff’s back 
and shoulders. He struggled fiercely as he 
heard the noise of the fighting inside, and 
when he saw Mr. Linton Lewis, the young 
real estate agent, passing by, he yelled out 
and deputized him. Mr. Lewis advanced and 
was made a victim of. Two women caught 
him and threw him off the porch. Shortly 
a policeman appeared and stopped what 
promised to be a riot. The women were 
all arrested, but only Hattie Turner was 
bound over. 

He Defended Himself. 

Jim Armstrong, a middle-sized, thick-lip- 
ped, dull-looking, black-skinned negro, 
charged with larceny from the house, de- 
clined the services of an attorney yesterday 
in Judge Westmoreland’s court and defend- 
ed himself, cross-questioning all the wit- 
nesses. 

Armstrong was charged with having 
stolen the bridle to a set of harness. He 
was very clever in his questions. The man 
to whom the harness belonged was cne of 
the witnesses, and was asked the following 
questions by Armstrong: 

“Did you see me take de harness? Did 
yer see me with it?’ 

On being answered in the negative bcth 
times, Armstrong grew very enthusiasti> 
and said impressively, questioning: 

*‘Ven how do you know I tuck it?’’ 

The jury brought in a verdict of guilty, 
and Armstrong will be sentenced inis week. 
He has the consolation of knowing that it 
could not have been tnuch worse with a 
lawyer.

If we thought the people were afraid 
of the issue or were ready to dodge it 
we should be in favor of making a Brit- 
ish banker king of the country. 
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The Rate of Exchange. 

The Rothschild bond syndicate is suc- 
ceeding very well in keeping the rate 
of exchange below the gold shipping 
point. The rate remains very strong 
in spite of the efforts of the syndicate, 
so that nearly every day since the bond 
sale, Mr. Belmont, or Mr. Morgan, or 
Mr. Seligman has been compelled to 
draw drafts on London and sell them 
to the foreign houses in order to pre- 
vent gold shipments. 

This is an artificial and an unnatural 
proceeding, and has no tendency what- 
ever to alleviate the situation, for the 
world-wide struggle for gold is (still 
going on, and the financial editor of 
The New York Herald calls it “a curious 
and suggestive spectacie.’ It is, in 
fact, both curious and suggestive, and 
something more besides. In the nature 
of things it means still lower prices and 
more ruin for the people. 

The ability of the Rothschild syndi- 
cate to manipulate and control the rates 
of exchange is also suggestive. If the 
syndicate can manipulate the rates of 
exchange so as to prevent gold ship- 
ments it follows that it can manipulate 
the rates so as to facilitate shipments. 
Gold went out until the syndicate got 
hold of a stack of bonds at lower rates 
than our own people could get them. 
Then it ceased to go out. The probabil- 
ity is that the syndicate helped along 
the outflow in order to get the bonds. 

Meanwhile the world-wide struggle 
for gold goes right on. The Austrian 
gold loan is still to be filled. Russia is 
in the market for gold. Sois Chile. So 
is Brazil. And every ounce that is 
bought by those who undertake to fill 
the loans is paid for at a premium on 
the money value of the metal. 

All this helps along the silver crusade. 
Let those who are opposed to the sin- 
gle gold standard get together and stay 


together until the money sharks are 
Whipped out. 
Singular Democracy. 
The attempt of Senator Gray the 
other day to Greshamize the senate 


delegation to the proposed international 
conference, exhibits a singular sort of 
democracy. 

When President-elect Cleveland look- 
ed about him and saw that there was no 
man in the ranks of the democracy fit 
to be secretary of state, he borrowed an 
Illinois republican judge, of Indiana 
birth, for that office. He claimed that 
he did this to encourage the mugwumps 
of the two states named, so that they 
might be hereafter democratic. When 
these two states came to voting last 


November they knocked. President 
Cleveland’s republican secretary into 
midair. 


Habitual wickeduess, however, cannot 
be thrown off easily. The other day the 
senate was called upon to name three 
delegates to-the probable international 
conference. Senator Gray, an alleged 
democrat, made strenuous efforts to 
displace Senator Daniel for Senator 
Allison. This anxiety of a so-called 
democrat to place a republican on deck 
rather than a democrat is explained by 
the fact that Gray is a member of 
President Cleveland’s kitchen cabinet. 
He is permitted to empty the left-over 
wine bottles after the feast is over. 

Such men as Senator Gray we may 
not always have with us, but while we 
do have them they are wonderful to 
look upon. It was not until Cleveland- 
ism struck his own state of Delaware 
that it became reliably republican.

Even on this American continent there 
had grown up nations, from Mexico to 
Patagonia, with whose-peoples the out- 
side world had but little acquaintance. 
Beset with the evidences of eternal 
revolution, civilization was willing to 
stand off at a distance and wonder. 

To turn from the geography of a few 
years ago and now all this is changed. 
The map of Africa is figured up in col- 
ors, like that of the United States, show- 
ing growing colonies with flourishing 
cities and railroad lines, under the pro |

A Street Kallroad Franchise. 


More than usual interest is being man- 
ifested on all sides in the controversy 
before council over the proposed line 
of street raih’oad to the waterworks. 

The proposition of the Consolidated 
Street Railroad Company is generally 
regarded, in view of all the facts, as an 
eminentiv fair one. At the outset the 
attitude of that Company was not clear- 
ly understood. As explained in the 
proposition referred the officers of 
this Company are perfectly willing for 
the granting of any franchises which 
Will in any way benefii, the city or any 
particular section of it, and point out 
that any one of several other routes to 
the old waterworks property would 
meet with no objection whatever at 
their hands, The one asked for by the 
gentlemen who have been recognized 
heretofore as actively connected with 
another and a rival company, not only 
parallels their line for three blocks on 
Georgia avenue, but coming from that 
street to the heart of the city is closely 
paralleled on both sides by the Consoli- 
dated company’s lines now being operat- 
ed with a convenient schedule and fur- 
nishing to that particular section of the 
city every transportation — facility de- 
sired. 

To one who is not at all prejudiced, 
the objections of the Consolidated com- 
pany seem to be based on reason. The 
map which The Constitution published 
yesterday showed the situation in a nut- 
shell, and has caused a good many peo- 
ple who were inclined to believe that 
the Consolidated’ company’s officers 
were simply selfish in their objections, 
to change their minds. Under all the 
circumstances it looks as if the proposi- 
tion made by the Consolidated sbould 
be accepted by the city.

The Life of a Patent. 
The United States supreme court has 
just rendered a decision which will 
have a marked effect on a great many 
patented properties. 

It is held that when patents are se- 
cured from several governments the 
term of life in each case differing, that 
the patent issued by the United States 
is only good for the term of years in 
foreign patents that first expire. 

The case came up under suit brought 
by the Bate Refrigerating Company, in 
which it was sought to enjoin a butcher 
from infringing on their patent, The 
company had a seventeen-year patent 
in the United States, a fourteen-year 
patent in England and a five-year patent 
in Canada. Upon the expiration of the 
five years infringements began to be 
made upon the United States patent by 
persous living in this country. It was’ 
to enjoin them from such infringement 
that the refrigerating company tovk ac- 
tion. 

The lower courts held that the Ameri- 
cain patent expired with the life of the 
shortest foreign patent. This aroused 
the owners of other patents, who would 
be much more largely affected by the 
maintenance of this decision. Notable 
among them was the Bell Telephone 
Company, which really took charge of 
the ‘case on Its appeal to the United 
States supreme court. Were the big 
monopolists to secure a reversal of the 
decision the Bell Telephone Company 
could enjoy its enormous’ profits until 
1909; the General. Electric Company’s 
monopoly in the Edison lamp would en- 
dure for several years, and the rubber 
Ttrust’s valuable patents would be given 
au added lease of life. Further than 
this hundreds of business houses would 
lose suits brought against them, ~- and 
hundreds of companies that had given 
up their royalties would at once begin 
suits. 

The supreme court, however, took the 
view that whenever, by expiration of a

“The bold stand taken by the silver mem 
of congress and those who are acting with 
them right at this time, means something, 
and, I believe they are going to be able 
to accomplish a part if not all, that they 
desire,” said Mr. Frank N. King, of St. 
Louis. “The fact of the matter is,” he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘there has been a wonderful change 
in sentiment on the part of the people on 
this financial question. For a time the gold- 
bug talk of ‘sound money’ had its effects. 
The people were led to believe that the is- 
sue was one between good money and W lid- 
cat money, and they were very chary im 
taking the stand on the silver side of the 
controversy. But it’s different now. They 
have begun to think for themselves, ond 
the scund money bugaboo don’t work. The 
experiences of men like your Mr. inman 
here, whom I saw quoted in a St. Louis 
paper as having just returned trom Mex- 
ico, and who having made 4 study of the 
conditions there, shows what che exact sit- 
vation there is—especially that portion of 
his talk concerning the prices which fu.rm- 
ers are receiving for heir products—it is 
the experiences of men like that and their 
utterances on the subject that have weight 
and are making converts I am a demo- 
crat, but I’m inclined to believe that just 
at present the republican party 18 more 
strongly inclined to be favorable and 
friendly to silver than is the democratic 
party. The reason for that, as it looks to 
one out our way, is that a good many peo- 
ple who are naturally democrats and nold 
to democratic principles, have wandered off 
from the party fold through disgust with 
the actions of the dominant element that 
is trying to deliver the country over to the 
money sharks, and from all appearances 
has about succeeded. I know it is popular 
among the goldbug organs to declare that 
populism is simply wild fanaticism, but in 
most respects the populists out our Way 
are simply democrats who have been so 
disgusted at the betrayal of their party that 
they are seeking other affiliations. 1 have 
been pretty well through the south and am 
inclined to believe that the same is true 
in this section. If these people were to gu 
back into the party and help redeem it, 
throwing off the domination of the castern 
element, the chances for securing relief 
through the democratic party would amount 
to something. And little as you tray 
think it from the way things look now, if 
this should be done and the republicans 
should by any chance take the other 
side of the controversy, the election of 
‘the democratic ticket at the next national 
election would not be the apparent impossi- 
bility that it is under the present condl- 
tions. Unless some radical change does 
take place, the whole west will go for the 
republican ticket, and a big portion of the 
south will, too, Il believe.’ 


“It isn’t often that the Rev. J. B. Haw- 
thorne and the Rev Tom Dixon get to- 
gether,’ said an Augusta man in the Kim- 
ball corridors last evening, ‘‘but they are 
together on the Slattery business. Both 
of them, I see, repudiate Slattery’s method 
of warfare on the church which he profess- 
es to have once served in. the ca- 
pacity of priest, and, I think the big ma- 
jority of the fair-minded pecple of the 
country endorse what they say on this 
subject.

It may develop inte a 
fight betwayna the east and the west, or 
rather between the east and the rest of 
the country, just as it is going to in the 
democratie party. In both conventions 
there is going to be a very lively time of 
it,- and if anybody thinks that politics is 
not going to be worth watching during the 
next few years, they are very much mis- 
taken, It Jooks like a battle royal be- 
tween the men who believe in -an expan- 
sion of the currency and those who believe 
in contraction.”

The results of our 
surveys end investigation of the waters of 
the Chattahoochee river have shown that 
we can develop two very large water pow- 
within economic electric transmission 
of Atianta.’’ 

30,000 Horse Power Available. 

The Atlanta Electric Power Company 
tas been organized by gentlemen of well 
known reputation and experience in the 
business world, and the company now con- 
trols these large water powers, amounting 
in the aggregate to 30,000 horse power when 
fully developed. We have 14,500 horse pow- 
er available within seven miles by air-line 
from the city, and over 15,000 horse power 
within thirteen and a half miles from the 
city. The first development of our work 
will be from the nearest power, We shall 
here build a structure across the river that 
will aggregate a total length of 875 feet, 
550 of which will be the length of the dam 
and 225 feet the length of the power house, 
The dam will be 100 feet broad on the base 
line and 47 feet high from the river bed, 

‘The dam will be constructed of massive 
timber work, bedded in concrete, The pow- 
er house will be of extraordinarily heavy 
mason work, and its foundation extend 
above the highest water level, sur- 
mounted by a steel frame structure 625 
feet long, ov feet wide and 42 feet high un- 
jer the roof truss. This power house will 
accommodate fourteen generating units, 

Each operating unit will consist of a 
double horizontal turbine wheel cf 1,000 
horse power, connected direct to a 1,000 
horse power electric generator. The elec- 
tric power thus generated will ne transmit- 
ted to the city over copper wires supported 
on a pole line of extraordinary strong and 
substantial construction, ‘fhe electric cur- 
rent between the power house and the city 
will be of high tension, and after reséch- 
ing the city will be transformed to low 
tension for commercial purposes, and will 
then distributed throughout the city 
where required by the company’s cus- 
tomers. 

To Be Used for All Purposes. 

The electric energy will be available for 
all the purposes of incandescent lighting, 
are lighting, motive power for menufac- 
turing, electric railroad, electric heating 
and other commercial uses. 

‘The capital required will be about $800,000 
for the development and will be in- 
creased as the demands of the business 
necessitates. The cost of electric motive 
power derived from such large water pow- 
‘rs is largely represented by the first in- 
vestment. The operating expenses and de- 
preciation being exceedingly small as com- 
pared with that derived from steam power, 
and not being subject to the constant ex- 
penditure for coal and the large cost for 
abor required by a steam power plant, 
also being free from the excessive iosses 
of power to whica the older types of piants 
and systems of distribution are constantly 
subjected. These favorable conditions ren- 
der it possible to practically deliver in the 
form of electric energy the water powers 
of the Chattahoochee river for immediate 
use by manufacturers and others in the 
city’ of Atlanta at prices below the cost 
of steam power and comparing favorably 
with the rates now charged for water 
powers in the large manufacturing cities 
of the eastern states. The enormous ad- 
vantage to be gained by the city of At- 
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lanta by having immense quantities of 
cheap power immediately available in the 
heart of the cotton raising district should 
render Atlanta the largest manufacturing 
city in the southern states. 

Will Take Six or Kight Months. 

“As to the time that will be required to 
accomplish the work and deliver the power 
in the city I will say that the detail work- 
ing plans for the construction have al- 
ready been prepared and unless the con- 
struction of the dam and powerhouse foun- 
dations are interfered with, by high water 
in the river we estimate that the entire 
work can be completed within from six to 
eight months from its first commecement. 
All estimates of quantities of material are 
fully prepared and proposals have been 
received for the construction of the dam 
and mason work. Accurate estimates for 
the cost of constructing the steel building 
structure are now being made by Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co., the Berlin Iron Bridge Com- 
pany, the New Jersey Steel and Iron Com- 
pany and others. 

“The company, has already applied for. 
its charter and a large proportion of the 
capital has already been subscribed. There 
cannot be any doubt but that the enterprise 
Will rapidly assume shape and construc- 
tion be commenced at an early date. The 
whole enterprise will be of immense ad-

Joseph Slattery Delivers a Lecture at 
(he A. P. A. Hall. 


A THRUST AT “POPE” HAWTHORNE. 


About 200 Persons Were Present—He 
Will Lecture Again Friday Nicht. 
A Number of Officers on Hand. 


In order to be prepared for a breach of 
the peace a number of patrolmen were de- 
tailed to keep guard at the lecture of ex- 
Priest Slattery last night and to quell any 
disturbance that might arise during the 
prcgress of the meeting. 

These precautions were sufficient to dis- 
courage any overt act, should such have 
been contemplated. However, no difficulty 
arose and the preacher was allowed to pro- 
ceed with his talk while the hall in which 
he spoke maintained a deep silence during 
the pauses of his speech. 

‘The lecture was not delivered in the Gate 
City Guard’s armory, a8 announced, the 
action of the board of trustees making it 
necessary for the ex-priest to try the acoeus- 
tics of a more sympathetic, though perhaps 
a less commodious, hall. 

In the embarrassment thus caused by the 
action of the board, it seemed to the ex- 
priest ard his manager that he would be 
forced to try the open air, or give up his 
lecture. However, in this emergency, the 
American Protective Association hull was 
secured, and the good fortune of the mana- 
ger came in time to be announced in the 
afternoon papers. 

The American Protective Association hall 
is on the top floor of the long wedge-shaped, 
triangular building at the jumction of 
Peechtree and Broad streets. It is reached 
by a steep, narrow flight of stairs and at 
the top of the long and toilsome ascent a 
number of smaller rooms break the en- 
trance into the mafn hall. 

It was in this hall lastnight that the ex- 
priest delivered his Jecture on “Why f Left 
the Roman Catholic Church and What T 
Saw Therein.” The chairs were not suf- 
ficient in number to fill the hall and severa! 
of the audience were compelied to stand. 
The hall is not a large one and the size 
of the audience was perhaps less than two 
hundred. 

The ex-priest is a tall, deep-chested, 
broad-shouldered Irishman and his brogue 
is distinctively that of the “green island.” 

“Pope” Hawthorne Scored. 

In beginning his lecture last night the ex- 
priest stated that he was surprised to find 
a city like Atlanta so completely under the 
domination of the pope as to deny an hon- 
est man the privilege of free speech. 

teferring to Dr. Hawthorne’s card in The 
Constitution, he stated that the Baptist 
clergyman’s manner was so extremely ego- 
tistical and self-important that he was con- 
strained to call him “Pope”? Hawthorne. 

“T only regret,’ said he, “that such a 
man belongs to the Baptist church.” 

He then proceeded to sav he expected tu 
encounter difficulty from Dr. Hawthorne, 
having heard that he was a great crank, 
but he never expected to meet-with such 
a disagreeable reception at he had found in 
Atlanta. The ex-priest sta.ed that he had 
rade an effort, through his egent, ts secure 
the opera house, but that Mr. DeGive, being 
himself a Catholc, had refused it, saying 
that he could not get it to abuse the Cath- 
olic church for any consideration. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock when the lecture 
was concluded. 

On account of a lease of the hall to other 
parties for this afternoon and tcnight the 
prcgramme cf the ex-priest will be inter- 
rupted. His wife will address the ladies 
of the city tomorrow afternoon and he will 
lecture again tomorrow night. 

Action of the Gate City Guard. 

The action of the Gate City Guard on 
Tuesday night in requesting the trustees to 
prevent the use of the armory by Slattery 
was not the action of the Catholic members 
of the company, but it was the general 
sentiment that their hall should not be 
used by any ex-minister or ex-priest or 
any other person whose purpose was to pro- 
mote discord in our city by attacking the 
religious faith of any class of our citizens 
and attempting to stir up strife in the com- 
munity. The board of tmistees took the 
Same view, and at once annulled the agree- 
ment with the agent of Slattery and re- 
turned him the money.: It is due to Mr.

HALE ENJOINED. 


Ordered Not to Remove Any More of 
the Car Tracks. 


Shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
rocn an order was signed by Judge Lump. 
kin directing Mr. Dayton Hale and the 
Atlanta Electric Street railway to show 
cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt of court, and im the meantime 
all further removal of the car line be post- 
poned until after this matter has been dis- 


pesed of. 

The time set for the hearing is Saturday, 
March $th. 

The petition which evoked this order was 
put before Judge Lumpkin by Colonel T. 
W. Latham as attorney for the South At- 
lanta Land Company and the Atlanta Land 
and Manufacturing Company, and grew 
out of an attempt made at night, under 
the direction of the Hale Investment Com- 
pany, to remove the track and wire that 
runs to Lucile park—an attempt which was 
eut short by the threatened use of Win- 
chesters, shotguns and pistols by the own- 
ers of the property through which the track 
was placed. 

The attempt to move the track was made 
Tuesday night between 8 and ll o’clock and 
wuuld have been successful but for a game 
of whist. All of the workmen, under the 
directions of W. J. Mallard, acting for the 
Male Investment Company, were taken to 
the Lucile park line and began werk. They 
worked steadily and removed nearly half 
a mille of track and carried the rails away. 
The trolley wire was removed at the same 
time. Mr. Henry Haralson, who owns some 
property along the Lucile line, went to thé 
house of Dr. J. J. Knott on Tuesday night 
to play whist. Mr. Haralson lingered a 
Wiile to chat and left about 9:30 o’clock. It 
wus not many minutes afterwards, while 
on his way home, that he saw, working 
in the bright moonlight, a large number of 
men. He tock the situation in at a glance, 
and acted with Napoleonic rapidity. He 
rotifled the nearest neighbor and others 
were aroused. Soon he had been joined by 
Dr. Knott, Mr. Harry McCool, Mr. Bass 
Haralson and others. They acvanced upon 
the workmen and quickly put them to 
flight. 

Something About Lucile Park Line. 

About two years ago George E. Hoppie, 
who was well Known in Atlanta in connec 
tion with the Atlanta Traction Company, 
built a line from Fort McPherson to Lucile 
park, going within a mile of the Traction 
company, and was as much for the purpose 
of raising the value of adjacent property 
as anything else. Land was contributed by 
some through whose iand the line went, 
and stock was taken by others. 

A receiver was soon appointed for the 
line, after it had been operated for several 
days with one car. A consent order for 
the sale of the property was taken by all 
parties concerned and the road was sold to 
the Hale Investment Company for some- 
thing over $2,000, cash being paid. It was 
not, the intention of the comvany to operate 

road, but the material was desired. 
tris intention manifested itself to the utter 
surprise of property owners along the young 
line, and a petition was drawn up at 
directed against the Atlanta Electric Street 
Railway Company and Dayton tHtlale. A 
restraining order was granted and the case 
was set for a hearing. 

Why the Move Was Made. 

The line had been purchased by the Hale 
Investment Company and was the property 
of the company. It was not thought by 
the attorneys of the company that the 
restraining order.could be stretched to in- 
clude the company, but was simply direct- 
ed against a defunct electric line and Mr. 
Hale an individual. It was known that 
an attempt to remove the track would be 
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to do the work at night. 

The effort was made with the result al- 
ready told. It is more than Ikelv that 
the Hale Investment Company will take 
steps at once to restrain the property own- 
ers from interfering with the removal of 
the track.
